The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teaches or suggests a method of transmitting content, comprising the 
steps of: opening a socket to a manager, the opening being performed by a first web 
server agent, running on a first computer in a web service system if the first web server 
agent is not able to open a socket to a second web server agent running on a second 
computer in the web service system, sending a message from the first web server agent 
to the second web server agent via the managers, the message requesting that the 
second web server agent open a socket to the first web server agent, using the socket 
opened by the second web server agent to send a further message from the first web 
server agent to the second web server agent.
